Aloys Kaufmann Says 
State Should Provide 
Benefits to Develop- 
ers of Areas.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7 — 
The Missouri Legislature should 
consider granting tax conces- 
sions to developers of industrial 
parks, Aloys P. Kaufmann, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Metropolitan St. Louis, 
said today. 

Unless Missouri offers some 
sort of inducements, it will lose 
out in the competition to attract 
industry, Kaufmann warned a 
Joint Committee of the General 
Assembly. The. committee is 
studying ways of attracting new 
industry to the state. 

Tax concessions were one of 
three approaches suggested by 


Kaufmann. He also proposed that 


Missouri organize a strong De- 
partment of Commerce “to pur- 
sue aggressively the economic 
development of the state’ and 
spend more money for research 
and promotion. 

Other cities and states ‘“‘are 
offering all sorts of inducements 
to new industry,”” Kaufmann 
He urged the committee to un- 
ertake research into “the type 
and extent of inducements of- 
fered elsewhere, so we can be 
in a better position to meet the 


Cities with planned industrial 
parks have been most successful 
in attracting industry, Kaufmann 
said, so it would appear sensible 
to encourage development of 
such parks by’ offering tax in- 
ducements. Such inducements 
would be similar to, but less ex- 
tensive than, concessions avail- 
able under the present urban re- 
development law, he added. 

‘You might consider legisla- 
tion which would require the de- 
veloper to pay 50 per cent of the 
taxes on land and improvements

Panamanian Canal employes 
earn far less than Americans (though more 
than workers in Panama) principally because 
they are not trained to hold the more tech- 
nical and professional jobs.

. 3. Panama asks the United States to adhere 
to a 1955 treaty provision for buying Canal 
Zone supplies in the area unless it is “not 
feasible.” The Defense Department has in- 
terpreted that phrase to allow purchases in 
the cheapest world market. The State De- 
partment is said to feel that foreign policy 
should not hinge on getting cheap prices and 
“fringe benefits” for Americans in the Canal 
Zone. Purchasing supplies from Panama, 
when prices are reasonable, would aid that 
republic’s slipping economy.

Speeding the Flow of Traffic 
Science and the public interest may yet 
take precedence over politics and 
ped in traffic regulation in metropolitan St. 
By far the biggest boost toward this goal 
would come from the Board of Aldermen, 
whose traffic committee has favorably re- 
ported a bill giving the Traffic Commissioner 
power to establish or remove traffic signals 
and stop signs.

Head-Rolling Season 

This is the melancholy season, éspecially 
for football coaches. During the playing sea- 
son coaches were merely hanged in effigy, or 
their wives received denunciatory letters— 
or worse—from angry alumni who, of course, 
lacked the courage to sign them.

President Against Test Oath 

Now that President Eisenhower has flatly 
stated his disapproval of the anti-Communist 
affidavit required of students seeking federal 
loans, Congress when it reconvenes should 
strike down this. obnoxious test oath. The 
President objects to it for the same reason 
that a number of schools, in¢luding Harvard 
and Yale, have refused this aid to their 
students. At his press conference on Wednes- 
day the President said: 


I personally am ready each morning to 
take an oath that I am not a Communist and 
that I am loyal to the United States. I think, 
however. that when we begin to single out any 
group of citizens and say, “This is a matter 
of legal compulsion,” 1 cari see why they are 

resentful. 

That is the big point. To require this oath 
of college students and not of citizens in gen- 
eral is to single out the students and to imply 
that their loyalty is questionable. That is a 
gratuitous insult, and a serious one. This was 
recognized by Congress when in adopting new 
labor legislation last summer, it repealed the 
Taft-Hartley statute’s requirement of an anti- 
Communist oath by union officials. 

The oath amendment was slipped into the 
education act almost by sleight of hand. Yet 
when Senator Kennedy sought its removal, 


too many Senators lacked the courage to vote . 


for its ye The Kennedy bill was ma- 
neuvered back to committee by a vote of 49 
to 42. 

Theat oath is no protection for the na 
tion. But it is a gratuitous offense. Since

In the old days, county commission- 
ers simply built a road, and the 
people used it. Now, the United States 
as a whole ultimately will become one 
huge freeway system through the me- 
dium of the new 41,000-mile . inter- 
state program. Some 6110 miles are 
already operative. 

Despite the high first costs of the 
new freeways—3 million dollars to 15 © 
millions per mile—they do move traf- . 
fic more cheaply and more safély per 
unit-mile of operation. Their efficiency 
improves steadily with intelligent op- 
eration, and accident rates and losses 
are less. . 

A lot of state and othes regional 
highway and traffic engineers are 
still relatively unsophisticated as to. 
what freeway construction and opera- 
tion means. ' 

They are like people who have never 
driven: anything but a Model T and 
aré suddenly handed the keys to a 
1960 Cadillac and told to drive. 

The experience gained in tailoring 
the new highways to the community 
needs and vice versa is creating a new

traffic engineers.” 

One observer at Denver said their 
diplomas appear to be harried expres- 
sions. Their enforced education might 
be described as a mixture of fluid- 
flow physics aad of psychology that 
sometimes has to border on the field 
of abnormal psychology. 

Ideally, the freeway systems should 
transmit particles from place to place 
as smoothly and rapidly as by the 
laws> of fluid-flow physics, almost in 
canals or pipes. But in traffic reality, 
these particles are operated by hv- 


‘mans of varying skills 


Some get bored and drive by reflex 
(“psychic inertia’), only to panic in 


an emergency. Others go to sleep. 


Some try to drive while drunk. Some 
cars are too old to maintain the pace. 

These hazards are complicated by 
such facts as that the best freeway 
‘operation can go along smoothly until 
near design-capacity, then, suddenly, 
the addition of just a few more cars 
can bring confusion, and reduce the 
traffic-transmitting capacity by 20 per 
cent. 

Or sometimes both local highways 
and local laws are snailish in meeting 
freeway needs. For example, Alger E. 


Malo, Detroit’s director of streets and 
traffic, told the 125 Denver conferees 
that the city had to enact new ordi- 
nances to keep horses, bikes, scooters, 
funeral processions, and even pédes- 
trians off the Detroit freeways. 

In Kansas, according to Maj. Lloyd 
S. Vincent of the Kansas Highway 
Patrol, the state bars house-trailers 
from the Kansas Turnpike when winds 
blow more than 25 milés an hour. 

The prevailing pattern of freeway 
accidents is that 60 per cent are rear- 
end collisions, often multiple, mostly 
due to sudden stops or changes in 
speed. 

Capt. E. L. Butler of the Denver 
traffic division described another free- 
way complication. When miulti-lanes 
are built, he said, it ig almost im- 
perative to add a pull-out shoulder on 
the left, since a driver getting into 
trouble in the left lane finds it difficult 
if not suicidal to try to pull over to 
the right. 

Another inevitable feature of free- 
ways is the enormous maintenance 
cost. For example, according to Penn- 
sylvania state traffic engineer Edmund 
R. Ricker, it cost a million dollars for 
temporary safety duridig partial recon- 
struction of the New Jersey Turnpike. 


Just adding a modern sign system 
to Denver’s 11-mile, 33 million, dollar 
Valley Highway cost one million. But 
the most fantastic examples come 
from California: It costs $32,000 per 
mile per year just to police state free- 
ways; and the State Legislature passed 
a law compelling the installation of 
overhead wires in tunnéls so that 
drivers wouldn’t lose their radio pro- 
grams while passing through. 

Traffic engineers are pinning théir 
hopes on electroméchanical aids— 
some of which are at least in the 
development stage—for freeway auto- 
mation. 

Eventually. they hope for some sort 
of remote control. built into the car 
itself by which a driver will throw a 
switch when he efiters the freeway 
stream, and the freeway system itself 
will take over operation. |

Washington U. Sponsors 
Presentation of Modern 
Composer’s Works.

The concert last. night at 
Graham Memorial Chapel wag 
bravely devoted to chamber 
music by Paul Hindemith. 

This, admittedly, looks much 
more formidable than it sounds, 
for Hindemith, while unmistak- 
ably contemporaneous in this ex- 
pression, has never associated 
himself with the more iconelastic 
extremists, and his music’is in- 
variably lucid and meticulously 
organized. 

Still, Washington University is 
to be enthusiastically commended 
for sponsoring such a venture; 
the cause of contemporary music 
is still a minority cause, and it 
needs all of its champions. 

Three works comprised last 
night’s program. The Clarinet 
Sonata and the Six Chansons (on 
Rilke texts), both dating from 


1939, represented the ripe Hinde- | 


mith; while the Woodwind Quin- 
tet, Opus 24, No. 2, derives from 
an earlier, more experimental 
era.

All three works may be re- 
garded as fairly representative, 
insofar as any three pieces by 
& composer may be so consid- 
ered. 

There are decided common 
denominators linking 1922 and 
1939. Melodic lines are consis-. 
tently clear-cut and strongly mo- 
tivated. Tonality is always ih 
evidence, although, particularly 
in the instrumental music, it may 
be temporarily suspended. Tex- 
tures are inclined toward contra. 
puntal, rather than homophonic, 
effects. 

The principle difference be- 
tween early and mature Hinde- 
mith, as typified, at least, by 
last night’s program, lies in the 
stylistic approach. The Quintet 
began with two humoristic move- 
ments, both delicately laced with 
satire, and concluded with an 
aggressive outburst. In between 
lay a prophetically mellow slow 
movement. 

This mellowness is highly 
charactéristic of Hindemith’s 
more recent efforts. It is a mel- 
lowness both of mood and of 
technique,_for—not—only—is—the 
humor more wistful and the sen- 
timent more profound, but the 
language itself is more appre- 
hendable, hence, more imme- 
diate. 

The dissonance contént is at 
a lower level; the contrapuntal 
artifices are less ostentatiously 
employed, the melodies are con- 


Schatzkamer delivered an ap- 
propriately intense reading. of 
the Clarinet Sonata; the Chan- 
sons were sung by the Wash- 
ington University Madrigal Sing- 
ers, expertly prepared by Peter 
Tkach; while the flute, oboe, 
clarinet, horn and bassoon parts 
in the Quintet were performed, 
respectively, by Janet Sillars, 
George Hussey, Bates, Edward 
Murphy and Robert Wisnesky. 
Individually, they were superb, 
and their finely tailored ensem- 
ble playing proved once again 
that the whole of a quintet is 
always greater than the sum of 
its parts.

FOR DISMAS HOUSE 


Priest’s Work for Ex-Con- 
victs Praised by Speak- 
ers at Fund Dinner. 


Pledges totaling $50,500 were 
received by Dismas House yes- 
terday at a kickoff luncheon for 
its $80,000 capital fund-raising 
campaign. The meeting was held 
at the Park Plaza Hotel. 

Speakers paid tribute to the 
program and work of the Rev. 
Charles Dismas Clark S.J. The 
home, at 905 Cole street, is oper- 
ated by Father Clark for the re- 
habilitation of newly released 
convicts. 

Morris A. Shenker, a St. Louis 
attorney and one of the founders 
of the home, said the campaign 
goal includes $40,000 to purchase 


|the Dismas House building, for- 


merly the Jefferson Elementary 
School. The remainder, he said, 
will be used to convert the build- 
ing into a comfortable home. 


Attending “the !uncheon were 
82 persons, including representa- 
tives of business firms and labor 
organizations and professional 
people. 

The’ Teamsters -Union here 
pledged $10,000, and gifts of 
$5000 each were pledged by the 
Pipefitters Union and a pair who 
asked that they not be identified. 
Other unions, including the Meat- 
cutters Union made pledges and 
said their donations probably 
would increase. 


Shenker pointed out that con- 
tributions to the fund campaign 
are tax-deductible. They should 
be sent to Father Clark at Dis- 
mas House. 


George Elder, chairman of the 
Missouri Probation and Parole 
Commission, said the house will 
provide a great opportunity for 
many unfortunate men. 


In praising the work of Father 
Clark, E. V. Nash, warden of the 
Missouri Penitentiary, said: 
‘Projects such as Dismas House 
will reduce our crime rate. The 
construction of additional prisons 
is not the real answer to rehabili- 
tation.’ .

on November 15 and.on which the employees may 
vote early next month if no settlement is nego- 
tiated meanwhile. 

In declining to accept, this offer the union offi- 
cialé demanded a package of wages and benefits 
which, with cost-of-living provisions, could 
amount to an inflationary 45 cents per hour.. 


The Companies’ offer amounts to an average 


annual increase of 2.7 percent in their employ- 
ment costs. According to Secretary of Labor 


Mitchell’s Fact Finding Report, however, output’ 


per man-hour in the steel industry increased at an 
average annual rate of only 2.6 percent between 
1947 and 1957. ; 

Clearly this is a fair and generous offer; but 
it confronts the Companies with a difficult prob- 
lem—the problem of meeting their increased em- 


_ ployment cost without reducing their ability to 
. compete both with low-cost foreign made steel and 


with substitute materials produced here at home. 

In meéting this problem they must count on 
the steelworkers themselves to help earn the ad- 
ditional money going into their pay envelopes by 
cooperating in the elimination of waste wherever 


_ possible. That is what the local working condi- 


tions dispute is all about. 


A Way to Solve the Local Working 
Conditions Dispute 


As a solution to this dispute, which has been 


a stumbling block in the negotiations thus far, 


the Companies have offered to accept the Union’s 
proposal for a joint study committee. But if that 
step does not result in a mutually satisfactory 
solution by June 80, 1960, the issue would be 
turned over to binding arbitration. 


They have also expanded the question which ! 


would be submitted to the committee, and to arbi- 
tration if necessary, by adding the words under- 


_ lined in the following question. It now reads: 


_ “What, ’if any, changes should be made in the 


local working conditions provisions of the basic 
labor agreements to enable the Companies to 
take reasonable steps to improve efficiency 
and eliminate waste, with due regard for the 
welfare of the employees involved, including: 
the avoidance of undue work burdens; and, 
to the extent practicable, the retraining and 
placement on available jobs in the plant, of 
any employees affected by such steps?”. 


Meanwhile, subject to a solution of the issue 
in this way, the Companies would agree that the 
present local working conditions provisions be re- 
tained if the Union in turn would agree that its 
officers and members will cooperate with manage- 
ment to improve efficiency and eliminate waste. 


Companies Strive to Meet 
Union Objections 


Of the contract changes originally proposed 
by the Companies, all except those generally re- 
lating to local working conditions, wildcat strikes 
and scheduling have now been dropped: Those 
remaining have been substantially modified in an 
effort to meet the Union’s objections. 

Thus the Steel Companies have made every 
effort to reach a non-inflationary agreement 
through voluntary collective bargaining. 


They know that the outcome of the negotia- 
tions between the Steel Companies and the Steel- 


workers Union is of vital interest to everyone... 
that it can affect the value of your dollar, your 


standard of living and your future security. 


'They know that American industry must be 
able to compete at all times with the growing eco- 
nomic challenge from abroad. 

They realize the heavy responsibility that 


‘rests upon them in these negotiations and they 


have sought to meet this responsibility fairly 
and fully.

Baking of Christmas Breads 
Traditional Part of Holiday Season

CHRISTMAS CENTERS AROUND HOME, and thoughts of 
home at the holiday season usually include a mental picture of a 
cozy kitchen filled with the happy bustle and fragrant aroma of 
Yuletide baking. Christmas cookies top the list of goodies to 
emerge from the oven, with Christmas breads running a close 
second. Even homemakers who do not bake throughout the year 
probably will bake at least one batch of a traditional Christmas 
fruit bread for their families and for gifts for friends and neigh- 


bors, 

Homemade Oatmeal Fruit 
Bread is a versatile quick bread 
that can be served around the 
clock — toasted for a holiday 
breakfast or brunch, as bread- 
and-butter or cream cheese 
sandwiches for tea or late eve- 
ning snack. 

Oatmeal Fruit Bread. 

One-fourth cup fat. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One-half cup chopped Brazil 
nuts, pecans or walnuts, 

One-half cup diced cooked 
prunes. 

One-half cup diced cooked 
apricots. 

One tablespoon grated orange 
rind. 

One cup rolled oats, uncooked. 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Three-fourth teaspoon soda. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
salt. 

One and one-fourth cups but- 
termilk or sour milk. 

Cream fat, add sugar gradual- 
ly. Add egg to creamed mixture. 

Stir in nuts, prunes, apricots, 
orange rind, and rolled oats. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, soda and salt. Add dry in- 
gredients alternately with butter- 
milk to creamed mixture. (To 
make sweet milk sour, add one 
tablespoon vinegar to one and 
one-fourth cups sweet milk.) 
Turn into greased loaf pan, nine 
by five by three inches, and 
bake in moderate oven (350-375 
degrees) about one and one- 
fourth hours; or turn into two 
greased loaf pans, seven and 
one-fourth by three and one-half 
by two and one-fourth inches, 
and bake in moderate oven (350- 
375 degrees) about one hour. 

If desired, decorate the top of 
the loaves, before baking, with 
whole pitted prunes, apricots, 
and nuts. 

Yield: One large or two small 
loaves. 


Scandinavians are reputed to 
be the greatest coffee drinkers 
in the world, and with their 
coffee they like a sweet bread, 
so it is natural that they should 
be famous for their many won- 
derful breads. These include pas- 
tries, kringle, saffron buns and 
tea rings. , 

Traditional in Norway for the

One-fourth cup warm water,

Soften yeast in warm water. 
Heat milk just to a boil, and 
pour over sugar, salt, cardamom 
and butter.

Beat egg lightly and add to 
milk mixture, with yeast. Stir 
in about half the flour. Add 
citron and raisins, then gradu- 
ally stir in remaining flour. 
Tun out onto floured board and 
knead lightly until dough is 
smooth. Return to bowl, and 
grease top of dough. 

Cover and set in warm place 
until doubled in bulk, about one 
and one-half hours. Punch down 
and allow to rise a second time, 
about 45 minutes. Punch down, 
knead lightly and shape into 
round loaf. 

Place in greased eight-inch 
layer cake pan. Allow to rise 
until doubled in.bulk, about 30 
minutes. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (37F degrees) about 40 
minutes. 

Yield: one loaf.

The ‘Language’ of 
. Mental Perception 


Third of a series on “Mysteries of the Mind.” The 
writer, a young surgeon, has gained national attention 


with his predictions. 

LAST WEEK, you'll recall, we started to compile an 
“E.S.P. Dictionary” of some of the most common terms used 
in the field of extrasensory, or mental, perception. We 
discussed certain aspects, such as telepathy, clairvoyance 
and empathy, which com- 
monly relate to incidents 
between people. This week 
we’re going to define cer- 
tain types of mental per- 
ception relating to time, 
space and physical ob- 
jects. 

But before we do, let’s 
talk about the term “E.S. 
P.” itself. You'll notice 
that I have frequently used 
“‘extrasensory perception’”’ 
and “mental perception’”’ 
interchangeably. This is 
because I feel the use of 
“‘extrasensory”’ implies ac- 
ceptance of the fact that 
we have but five senses 
(the usually cited ones of 
ey seeing, hearing, feeling, 

Ree tasting and smelling) and 
DR. THORNTON that the mysteries of the 
mind fall outside these 
senses—are, therefore, extrasensory. 

Mental perception, on the other hand, implies to me that 
we accept the possibility of a sixth sense, the mind itself. 
And that the understanding of these ‘mysteries lies, not 
outside the senses, but within the field of this “‘new’’ sense 
~—therefore not really extrasensory at all. 

In any case, I shajl continue to use ‘‘mental” and “‘extra- 
sensory’”’ interchangeably, with the hopes that you'll under- 
stand, because for the moment, E.S.P. is the better known 
of the two. 

Now to our “dictionary”’: 

PSYCHOKINESIS—This is the effect of mental 
influence on physical objects: Many people believe 
that by “willing” a certain result, a physical effect 
may be made to occur. For example, a dice thrower 
who exhorts the cubes to “come seven” or “eight’s 
my point, baby.” Or the bowler or basketball player 
who resorts to “body English” long after the ball 
is out of his control in an effort to guide the shot. 
Silly? Well, there are cases in the files of E.S.P. 
investigators of people who seerhingly can influence 
the toss of a coin by “willing” heads or tails to come 
up more often than these would normally (mathemati- 
cally) oceur over an extended number of flips. Se 
let’s keep an open mind. 

PRECOGNITION—This refers to an awareness of some 
future event which could not be predicted by rational infer- 
ences.’ My recent Mauna Loa prediction, for instance, or my 
predicting the exact date and circumstances of Clare Boothe 
Luce’s turning down the ambassadorship to Brazil. As you’ve 
seen with my weekly predictions with this column, there 
is often no apparent relationship between the things pre- 
dicted and the then-current situation. Yet there have been 
some striking successes. And; as you know, we will continue 
to seek further understanding—through the weekly predictions 
—of whether it’s really possible to ‘‘see’’ into the future. 

POSTCOGNITION—This is, as the term implies, exactly 
the opposite of precognition—namely, the apparent ability to 
‘“‘see”” into the past, to recreate some moment or event of 
history so clearly and accurately in your mind that it is 
just as if you were actually there. Reincarnation is another 
variation of this category. 


Perhaps the outstanding recent example of this 
“looking backward” through time was the case of 
“Bridey Murphy,” about seven years ago, in which 
Ruth Simmons, a Colorado housewife, claimed she 
had ‘lived in England 150 years ago. Under hypnosis, 
she described her entire “‘previous” life, her friends, 
husband, surroundings, etc., quite convincingly. 


“Bridey” eventually proved a figment of Mrs. Simmons’s 
imagination, but there have been other similar cases. Dr. 
J. B. Rhine once cited the case of a woman whose young 
dentist was having trouble fixing her teeth until one night 
she had a dream that an older dentist came to her in a dream 
and suggested, “three point articulation—better check.” She 
passed these words to her dentist, who checked and found 
the diagnosis accurate. He was convinced the “message” 
came from his late father, who also had been a dentist. 

So, now that we understand some of the “‘language’’ of 
mental perception, you can see it’s not at all a complitated 
subject, nor is it as mystical as it sounds. Next week I'll 
remove some of the cloak of mystery as I take you through 
the steps I took to develop my powers of mental perception. 

I can’t guarantee the methods will prove as successful 
in your case, but I can promise you'll have lots of fun finding 
out.

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Positive Approach to Juvenile Delinquency 


Judge Noah Weinstein Says Need Is for Rehabilitation Facilities ‘to Prevent the Second Offense’

FOR EVERY DOLLAR that 
Missouri spends in punishing 
juvenile delinquents, a penny 
wisely spent for rehabilitation 
could do a better job. 

This is the conviction of Cir- 
suit Judge Noah Weinstein of 
St. Louis county. He *recom- 
mends a state system of farms, 
vocational schools and forestry 
camps and suggests turning the 
present custodial institutions, 
the training schools at Boon- 
ville and Chillicothe, into short- 
term classification centers. 

As a judge who has seen 
thousands of young people come 
before the bench in Clayton, first 
as juveniles and perhaps later 
as adults, he is pessimistic over 
the youth delinquency rate ‘only 
because it is taking us so long 
to realize the tremendous cost 
of our present system. 


“‘Compared to this, the cost of 


rehabilitation would be less than 
1 per cent.” 

Although not now assigned to 
the juvenile court, Judge Wein- 
stein has maintained a deep in- 
terest in youth behavier prob- 
lems. Recently he was co- 
sponsor of a survey which re- 
vealed inadequate facilities and 
the need for more state insti- 
tutions as well as better methods 
of handling juvenile offenders. 
Judge Virgil A. Poelker is now 
asSigned to juvenile court. 


*‘Because the juvenile court 
does not enter the picture until 
after the first offense has been 
committed, our primary concern 
must be to prevent the second 
offense,’”’ Judge Weinstein . said. 
“It is the repeaters who worry 
us so much. And we know 
that many of the adult offenders 
today were in juvenile court 
yesterday. 

“If proper disposition could 
have been made of their cases 
then, they wouldn’t be back 
here.”’ 

Under the present system, he 
pointed out, a judge can commit 
a boy to Boonville or a girl to 
Chillicothe—both already over- 
crowded —or the young person 
can be sent to a private institu- 
tion, if room is available, or re- 
turned to his home under super- 
vision_ofhis__parents_or..of_the 
juvenile officers. 


Concentrating his attention on 
Boonville, bécause boys far out- 
number girls among juvenile of- 
fenders, Judge Weinstein sug- 
gested that that institution be 
staffed with persons profession- 
ally trained in diagnosing prob- 
lems of children. 

“This would be for a tempo- 
rary stay only. It would be a 
sort of classification center from 
which a child could be sent on 
to. the institution which would 
best meet his particular need. 

“I believe this would give him 
a much better chance to straight- 
en up. 


“We should have a couple 
of farms where small groups 
of boys could be sent, say 10 
or 20 each. Perhaps, these- 
could be down in the Ozarks. 

“Then we could have for- 
estry camps in another part 
of the state. 

“In the urban areas there 
could be. vocational training 
institutions with such facilities 
the carpentry shop or shoe 

” 


With a varied system of facil- 
ities, to which all juvenile of- 
fenders could be sent, regardless 
of their home area, Judge Wein- 
stein feels that a rehabilitation 


program could be better tailored 
to a youth’s particular problem. 


“Now here’s a boy who insisted 
on buying a car and then he 
started speeding,” he said. ‘‘He 
has a genuine love of automo- 
biles. He took a junker and 
built it into a good machine. 

“We shouldn’t take him away 
from cars.. He ought tod be en- 
couraged in this hobby and given 


‘increased ability to -handle a car 


properly. 

“Our NS. 1 purpose’ is to cut 
down repeaters. We’re 100 per 
cent successful if we can do 


that

Association and the Missouri 
Council on Children and Youth. 
Technical direction was by the 
Social Science Institute of Wash- 
ington University. 

A social worker employed for 
the survey traveled more than 
10,000 miles through the state 
for personal interviews with 28 
of the 41 juvenile court judges. 
The remainder received detailed 
questionnaires and all except 
four answered, Thus, the survey 
represents the overwhelming 
opinion of Missouri’s judges as- 
signed jurisdiction wane juve- 
niles. 

“We wanted to we how ef- 
fective the new code is,” Judge 
Weinstein said. ‘“‘We knew the 
words in the law were good, 
but enforcement of the law was 
dependent upon the individual 
judges.”’ - 

Among the survey's dis- 
closures, he said, was a serious 
lack of uniformity in disposition 
of juvenile cases. 1

prosecuting attorneys and sher- 
iffs who also held other jobs.” 


The report also found: 


Records in many courts were, 
inadequate, making juvehile 
‘court. statistics unreliable. 

Some law enforcement offi- 
cers refer every child they ap- 
prehend to juvenile courts; 
others never refer a child. 

In some circuits only 2 per 
cent of the childrén taken into 
custody are detained. The 
average urban judge detained

20 to 25 per cent, the average 
rural judge only 6 per cent. 


Few judges have any infor- 
mation about a child’s physical 
or psychological status or his 
intellectual abilities. Routine di- 
agnostic checkups are rarely 
available. 


The wide discrepancy in avail- 
able facilities was noted in the 
statement that only four cir- 
cuits have detention homes while 
the remainder use part of the 
jail. In those circuits where the 
jail is used, a third have poor 
separation from adult prisoners 
and none has a recreation or 
school program. 

Emphasizing Judge Weinstein’s 
concern over lack of uniformity 
in disposition of cases, the re- 
port found that the proportion 
of cases dismissed by the juve- 


pile officer varies from none in 


some circuits to 80 per cent in 
others and the proportion dis- 


missed by the judge without a 


hearing ranged from none in 
some circlits to 50 per cent in 
others. 


“Rural judges dislike the state 
training schools to’ detain delin- 
quents because they feel the 
children there will be a bad in- 
fluence on the children they send 
and the institutions are over- 
crowded and understaffed,” the 
report found, 

The chief need, the judges 
reported, is for small, public 
residential units, established on 
a state-wide or inter-circuit 
basis so the facilities would be 
available to all youngsters in 
need of help. They also asked 
for out-patient psychiatric treat- 
ment facilities.

Many of the criticisms voiced 
in the survey and report are not 


‘applicable to St. Louis county, 


where separate detention facili- 
ties, psychiatric and diagnostic 
services are provided and new 
facilities and services are being 
developed to enhance the possi- 
bility of rehabilitation. 

Judge Poelker, whose assign- 
ment to the Juvenile Court ends 
Dec. 31, is working with other 
officials and with the Metropoli- 
tan Youth Commission on a 


three-faceted program which will 
include: 


1. Employment for juvenile. of- 
fenders. 

2. Increase in foster home care. 

3. Appointment of one police 
officer from each of the 99 coun- 
ty police departments to attend 
a training clinic where he can 
learn the required methods of 
handling juveniles under the 1957 
code, and can be responsible for 
juvenile cases in his own juris- 
diction. This is expected to lead 
to a central file system. 

Also, Judge Poelker and Judge | Yau 


Weinstein cited the intermediate 
detention center, now planned 
for a 25-acre site in Creve Coeur, 
as a progressive step in handling 
juvenile offenders. 

To be built on a cottage plan, 
with housemothers and houge- 
fathers responsible for the boys, 
the institution, they said, showA 
ofter a better chance of rehabu- 
itation ‘han a state training 
school. Capacity will be 32, as 
compared with several = 
at Boonville. 

The work program, which in 
attempt to locate jobs for s 
either in private employmentsor 
in county parks, is expectedito 
get under way within ‘the next 
week or so, Judge Poelker said. 

‘In St. Louis county, we have 
observed the juvenile code 100 
per cent, working under the ofig- 
inal procedure as set up “by 
Judge Douglas L. C. Jones, who 
was on the bench at that time, 

“We have an excellent juve- 
nile staff headed by Ralph Smith, 
director of court services. We 
have a sufficient number of juve- 
nile officers. The accepted num- 
ber of offenders to.be assigned 
to each officer for supervision is 
40. Our ratio is 32 to each 
officer. 

“We are starting the work pro- 
gram for juveniles who cannot 
stay in school. Either they don’t 
want to go to school or they are 
there and can’t study. We have 
many boys 15 and 16 years old 
who are still in the fifth, sixth 
or seventh grades. f 

‘But one of our greatest needs 
is for foster homes, where these 
boys could be treated with love 
and affection but with discipline. 

“Our psychiatric program we 
feel is essential in helping get 
at the cause of the problem and 
thereby aiding in the rehabilita- 
tion. We have a contract with 
the Child Guidance Clinic and 
we also work with the Washing- 
ton University Psychiatric Clin- 
ic.’ Sometimes we use the serv- 
ices of private psychiatricts.” 


The 1957 code, which replaced 
the 1911 Act, included “all the 
know-how learned in 40 years 
of handling children,” Judge 
Weinstein said. Before its en- 
actment, he wrote in the Wash- 
ington University Law Quarter- 
ly that “it furnishes the mini- 
mum tools needed by the court 
for helping re-form the person- 
ality and character of juveniles 
brought before it and, thus, pre- 
vents the development of chil- 
dren into hardened criminals 
and enables them to play a use- 
ful part in society.”

Two Vital Questions: 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7. 

I READ President Eisenhower’s speech on his departure 
with great interest. I am sure he is sincere in wanting to 
make his current trip one which will bring better understand- 
ing of America in the other nations of the world, and that 
he is truthful in saying he would like to see a start on mutual 
disarmament. 

Yet these: words would @ome with greater force if the 
Administration had already set up a group in this country to 
study how the disarmament can really come about. This is 
not just a military matter; it is also an economic one, I 
therefore hope that two questions which are asked of the 
average American will be asked of the President while on 
this trip. 

The first question is: “Are you teally sincere, 

Mr. President? Will not your economy collapse if you 

bring about a peaceful world? What have you done 

as yet to prepare your economy to meet this change?” 

Now, any sensible person would obviously think. that a 
Government like qurs had been planning for a changeover 
of industry as disarmament came about, and would know 
how each industry in our country would co-operate in this 
changeover and what the participation of the Government 


would be. But how many people in our Government are really |: 
bent on bringing about disarmament in the world and eco- | 


nomic stability? I was told the other day that there were 
just six people concerned with this study at present in the 
Government. I have no way of verifying this; but if it is 
true, then the people to whom the President talks will have 
a right to question the President on the sincerity that under- 
lies the words. 

Again, how much information is being asked for by 
our Government in the U.N. which will make this change- 
over easier for our industrialists? The U.N. has ‘the’ infor- 
mation about the world’s needs,.and these are the needs 
that we will now be planning to fill. First of all; we would 
have to improve, with the help of the U.N., the health of 
people in underdevelopéd areas. Then we will have to help 
them develop their natural resources in order that they may 
be able to buy our goods. Here is undoubtedly a future 
market for all that can be produced. by the deweloped coun- . 
tries of the world. But these countries are not markets to- 
day because their people are neither healthy enough to do 
a good day’s work nor have they the ability to earn the money 
to pay for goods from the outside world. 


The second question to be asked is: ‘Mr. Presi- 
dent, is it true that in your country you pay to keep 


land out of production? Many of our people go to 
bed hungry every night.” 


This should be enough to start new thinking not only on 


the moral question that faces our nation but on the eco- 


nomic question. We have been lazy. It is difficult to plan for 
distribution of foodstuffs in the world. You must know about 
the economies of other countries and not upset them by selling 
such things as they are in the habit of buying from their 
neighbors. We are in a very strategic position: Because of 
variety of climate, we can grow almost everything that is 
desired. We can change our surpluses. Canada cannot do 
that because of the weather conditions in her country, so we 
must consider how we co-operate in production as well as 


in distribution. This takes thought and intelligence, but it 


can mean future survival as a powerful country.

Try and Stop Me _ 


Russian Violinist David Oistrakh to deb Here 


By W.G. Rogers 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP). 
VIOLINS as well as violinists 
get through the iron «curtain 
these days—and the Russian Da- 
vid Oistrakh is here to prove it. 
To this distinguished ‘musi- 
cian, as to his American col- 
leagues, there’s énly one violin, 
and it was made in Italy— 
The Stradivarius. 


Oistrakh is rated way at the 
top in his field by leading 
American critics, He began a 
nationwide tour—his second— 
with concerts in New York and 
Washington. The tour will last 
to mid-January and include 15 
other cities. St. Louis is among 
the cities where the stocky vi- 
olinist will be making his first 
appearance. He will give a 
performance at Kiel Audito- 
rium Opera House on Tuesday, 
Dec. 15 at 8:30 p.m. 


Oistrakh is a genial and mat- 


ter-of-fact talker and has a 
placid appearance—the decep- 
tively placid appearance he 


makes on stage. His hair line 
is drawing up and back, leav- 


- ing an imposingly broad brow. 


He plays three instruments 
by the seventeenth to eighteenth 
century Cremona master, one 
owned by the Russian state and 
two by himself. He bought his 
two in the West, one in New 
York on his last visit and one in 
Paris. It is the Paris instru- 
ment he had with him this time, 
called the “fountain’’ of ‘‘fon- 
tana” from the Italian Princess 
Fontana whose property it once 
was. Oistrakh has used the 
same German bow for 30 years, 
he said, speaking through an 
interpreter. 

There are some 15 violins by 
Stradivari in Russia, he esti- 
mated, some owned by the state 
and some privately, some 
acquired recently and some 
brought in many decades ago. 

Oistrakh brought with him two 
impressions of a large Russian 
poster, on which an American 
could identify two items: the fig- 
ure “85” and the reproduction of 
a.photo of the youthful Fritz 
Kreisler. It was a notice of a 
concert given by 16 of Oistrakh’s 
pupils in honor of the aging mas- 
ter; 84 last February, Kreisler is 
in his 85th year. 

Oistrakh divides his time 
evenly between teaching and 
playing, and takes a month and 
a half off in the summer. He has 
some 200 pupils, all talented art- 
ists who concertize on their own, 
he said, and some of them are 
from abroad—three play a Strad- 
ivari, too. He -has composed ca- 
denzas for his own use, and if 
he had the time, would like to 
conduct. 


Does he play the same pro- 
grams here as at home? Yes. 
Is there any difference be- 
tween American and Russian 
_ audiences? No. » “They show

the same attention, and usually 
the same warmth,” he says. 
The difference, he added with 

a smile, can be in the violinist; 
“He gets a warm response 
only when he plays with 
warmth himself.” 

He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Oistrakh, and by his accom- 
panist, Viadimir Yampolsky, 
who has been with him more 
than 10 years. Yampolsky speaks 
a little English; he ‘thought 
there was no excuse to be 


abroad and not learn the lan- 
guage,” and he has picked up his 
knowledge by himself. 
Oistrakh was a child prodigy.
